WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
Former United States Representa- 
tive Andrew J. May of Kentucky 
was sentenced today to a term of 
from eight months to two years 
in prison on charges of accepting 
$53,634 in bribes while he was 
wartime chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Committee. 

The two men accused of paying 
the bribes — munitions makers 
Murray and Henry Garsson—also 
were given prison terms with a 
minimum of eight months and a 
maximum of two years. 


The Government charged that 
the Garssons head paid May for 
using his influence to get con- 
tracts for the Garsson $70,000,000 
munitions empire. 

The maximum penalty that could 
have been imposed on each by 
Judge Henry A. Schweinhaut was 
six years in prison and a fine of 


Judge Schweinhaut said that in 
view of the fact the defendants 
were planning an appeal he was 
releasing them in continued bond 
of $2000 each. 

He said that, because none of 
the defendants had any means of 
livelihood and their families would 
have to raise funds to continue 
living, he would impose no fines. 

The sentencing was delayed for 
more than two hours while the 
defendants’ lawyers pleaded for a 
new trial and May beseeched the 
court for mercy. 

The 72-year-old former Repre- 
sentative, ae Democrat, insisted 


that he had never taken “a single. 


Aime” @ishonestly during his long 
service in Congress. 

He told the court: 

“TI stand before the court today 
with a clear, elean consciefice. I 
never violated a law as far as I 
know in the 72 years of my life. 

“I never received a dollar di- 
rectly or indirectly that was not 
honestly earned or justly due. 

“I never got a single dime from 
the Garssons or anybody else. 

“I never did a thing in Congress 
that today vexes my conscience. 

“I gtand here today on the 
mercy of the court. If I go to jail 
my grandchildren wi!) drop out of 
college. 

“Regardless of what has been 
said in the malicious press .,. 
I’m not guilty.” 

He pointed out that his father 
had lived 94 years and added: 

“Honor thy father and thy 
mother that thy days may be 
long—that’s the way he lived.” 

He said his father had five 
brothers who all lived beyond 75 
years and three of them were 
ministers of the gospel and a 
fourth was a judge. 

“I was superintendent of the 
Sunday School and a teacher of 
the Bible class,” he continued.

Capitol when the Republican 
leadership gave in and obtained 
a unanimous consent agreement 
to turn from the resolution of 
Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
temporarily, and consider an ap- 
propriation bill.

When the session was resumed 
at noon, Kem asked unanimous 
consent to bring his investigation 
resolution up again but Barkley 
objected. 

Barkley denied there had been 
a filibuster and asserted the Re- 
publican side had consumed four 
times as much time as the Demo- 
crats while the matter had been 
pending. 

The Kem resolution remained 
the “pending business” of the 
Senate, as it has been for more 
than a week, but Senator Taft 
announced that before a motion 
was made to take it up again 
several other bills would be con- 
sidered. 


Pledge to McCarran. 


The weary Senators recessed at 
6:13 a.m. Seven hours of the night 
had been spent in fruitless talk 
about the Kem resolution which, 
in the end, held exactly the same 
status’ it had before. As part of 
the deal, Senator McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, was assured that 
when the Kem resolution is again 
before the Senate he will have the 
floor to continue the filibuster. 

The issue erupted suddenly last 
night in the Senate after a con- 
fusing day in which it had been 
tossed back and forth between 
the Senate and House sides of the 
Capitol. 

Kem forced the showdown when 
he ‘announced late in the day he 
would object to any other mat- 
ters coming before the Senate ex- 
cept appropriation bills and con- 
ference reports, which have prior- 
ity in any event, under the rules. 

At the other side of the Capitol, 
House Democratic Leader Sam 
Rayburn had blocked action. Ray- 
burn gave warning that he would 
object to clearing the legislative 
boards by unanimous consent un- 
less Republican House leaders 
promised they would not assume 
the investigatiton.

He said a loading machine had 
broken down before the explo- 
sion, and switches to machines 
in the entry in which the blast 
occurred had been turned off.

at the mine, he pointed out. Smok- 
ing was prohibited, and men had 
been dismissed for carrying cig- 
arettes or matches in the mine, 
he said. 

“I wouldn’t say at this time 
that smoking had nothing to do 
with it,” he added.

As a result of the explosion, 
7000 miners employed in 12 
Franklin county mines did not 
work today. The figure tncluded

those employed at Mine No. 8. 
Hundreds of miners lined the side- 
walks to see John L. Lewis. 


At the time of the explosion, 
12:30 p.m. (central standard time, 
yesterday, 264 men were working 
in the mine. The blast occurred 
in the advanced workings of an 
entry about a mile and a half 
from the mine’s main shaft. Tim- 
bers were being removed from the 
entry, which was worked out. 


All but four of a crew of 30 men 
who were loading cars in the entry 
500 feet below the surface were 
killed almost instantly. One of 
the four, Tom Palmer, died early 
today in United Mine Workers 
Hospital here. 

The men were working in an 
entry known as “13 East” off 
“Main South.” To many working 
elsewhere in the mine, however, 
the only evidence that something 
had happened was a power failure 
that lasted about 10 minutes, fol- 
lowed by smoke in entries near 
13 East. 

The power failure did not cause 
plarm, survivors said, since lights

Texal Barry, a face boss, or fore- 
man, in the entry nearest 13 East, 
went into the- room where the 
loading crew had been working. 
He found bodies lying close to- 
gether, twisted and battered by 
the force of the explosion. 


As news of the explosion spread 
through the mine, about 200 men 
who were working below 13-East 
calmly filed up a 460-foot airshaft, 
about two and a half miles from 
the main shaft. The escape shaft 
is equipped with a steel stairway. 
Others left through the main shaft.

Rock Dust Limited Blast. 

Mining experts said the ex- 
plosion did not spread to other 
parts of the mine because rock 
dust had been used in great quan- 
tities, So freely had rock dust 
been spread during working hours 
that Local Union 959 of the UMW 
complained to the company about 
it last May 23. 

Miners reported that the area 
in which the blast occurred had 
been rock-dusted the night before 
the explosion.

| makes it very hazardous due to 
the accumulation of rock dust 
that stays in the air for some 
time after it has gone through 
the process of being put on the 
roof, ribs and floor,” the com- 
plaint read, 

“This dust {s injurious to the 
health of the miners’ breathing 
‘and makes it difficult to see the 
i\lights on moving machines, cuf- 
ting machines, loading machines 
jand locomotives. In the last 
ifederal mine inspector’s exami- 
nation, he recommended that dust 
‘inated at it-

contention is the company is not 
making an effort to eliminate 
the dust at its source but merely 
creating more dust. 

“We recommend and “request 
that immediate steps be taken to 
comply with the federal mine in- 
spector’s recommendation of wet- 
ting or damping the dust at its 
source.” They asked that rock 
dust be applied only on night 
shifts. 

Edwards, president of the local 
union, said the union grievance 
committee discussed with company 
representatives their complaint 
about -rock-dusting on working 
shifts. As a result, he said, the 
company installed sprinkling de- 
vices on cuttiig machines and 
stopped rock-dusting while men 
were at work, 

Federal Inspector H. C. Brum- 
baugh, in a report posted on the 
miners’ bulletin board, recom- 
mended that timbering in some 
rooms be improved and that rock- 
dust and methods of allaying coal 
dust continue to be used. The re- 
port followed an inspection last 


Jan. 7 to 10. 

As at Centralia, there was some 
doubt as to which county would 
conduct an inquest. The mine 
shaft is in Franklin county but 
the 13-East entry, where the men 
died, is almost directly on the 
line dividing Franklin*and Wil- 
liamson counties. A map hanging 
on the wall at the timekeeper’s 
office shows the entry as being 
slightly in Williamson county, with 
some of the working rooms off the 
entry in Franklin county, 


State’s Attorney J. Max Mitchell 
of West Frankfort said, however, 
ypthat Franklin county would as- 
sume. jurisdiction. There is no 
indication thus far, he asserted, 
that anyone was criminally neghi- 
gent. 


eH said Coroner David J. Clay- 
ton of Benton intended holding 
the inquest about the middle or 
end of next week. The Coroner 
wanted to wait until the three 
injured men could testify, it was 
explained, 

The mine, which has a daily 
production of about 4000 tons, is 
one of the oldest in Southern IIli- 
nois. It was sunk in 1910. The 
Old Ben Coal Corp. operates five 
mines in this area. 

Five men were killed at Mine 
No, 8 here in December, 1927r 
Twenty-one lost their lives in an 
accident in another mine here Jan.

UN INSPECTION 


Says Ventilation Was Bet- 


ter Than Law Required 
—Praises Rescue Or-

Gov, Green went to the Old Ben 
No. 8 mine to confer with mine 
officials. 

Speaking with reporters, the 
Governor said Walker had done 
an excellent job of organizing res- 
cue workers a. the mine. He said 
further: 

“I have looked over the latest 
inspection report, and it indicates 
that, so far as rock dusting is 
concerned, our mining laws have 
been complied with, The ventila- 
tion was even better than the law 
requires.” 

The Governor then referred to 
the report of State Mine Inspector 
Elmer Edmonds, Edmonds said 
that the presence of gas had been 
noted on at least 120 occasions in 
the 60 days up to May 29, when 
the report was made. This, it was 
stated, was not unusual, as the 
Franklin county mines are “al- 
most all gassy.” 

Didn’t Receive Complaint. 

The Governor was asked about 
a complaint dated May 23, and 
signed by a miners’ union commit- 
tee, which said that dust was not 
heing eliminated at the source by 
wetting. the cutting machinery. 

He said he had not received this 
complaint, and that it was not 
customary to send such reports 
to state officials, as they were 
primarily for the mine company. 

“It seems to me,” the Governor 
said, “that it (the explosion) 
couldn’t have resulted from dust. 
They were up to par on that, 

“That leaves gas as the qnly re- 
maining cause, since I am _ in- 
formed no firing was being done 
at the time.” 

At the mine, Gov. Green talked 
with George F. Campbell, com- 
pany vice president and general 
manager; Robert Weir, assistant 
to Walker; and Roy L, Adams, 
general superintendent. 

Green said later he was unable 
to determine what caused _ the 
blast, and that probably this 
would not be known until the 
State Mining Board meets today 
‘and the reports of inspectors are 
available. 

Walker’s View. 

Speaking with Walker in the re- 
porters’ presence, the Governor 
said the explosion “couldn’t have 
been the result of dust, because of 
the number of men working who 
had no knowledge of the _ ex- 
plosion,.” Turning to Walker, he 
asked: “What have you got left?” 

“Just gas,” was the acting di- 
rector’s reply. 

James. L. Sneddon of Royalton, 
state mine safety engineer, told 
reporters it was his belief the ex- 
plosion was “due to gas set off 
by a spark.” 

William W. Lamont, manager of 
the United Mine Workers’ Hos- 
pital, said the injured miners told 
him that dust, ignited by, a spark 
from a motor, caused the ex- 
plosion, and a fire followed. 

Mine officials directing rescue 
operations said the bodies of 26 
men were found within an area of 
500 feet, about a mile and a half 
south of the bottom of the 500- 
foot shaft at the main entrance. 
That section, they said, had not 
been producing coal, but a group 
of miners had been working in 
the area‘ at other jobs. 

Walker said it was his view that 
the explosion was confined to one 
area of the mine, and that the 


MINE REGARDED 
AS WELL-RUN 


Unsafe.

WASHINGTON, July 25 — A 
spokesman for the United Mine 
Workers said today that from in- 
formation available here it ap- 
peared yesterday’s mine explosion 
at West Frankfort, Ill., was “just 
one of those unfortunate happen- 
ings that prove there is no such 
thing as a safe coal mine.” 

K, C. Adams, designated spokes- 
man for UMW President John L. 
Lewis, told the Post-Dispatch the 
Old Ben Coal Co.’s No. 8 mine, in 
which the explosion occurred, was 
known as a well-run mine, It was 
one of 518 throughout the country 
closed temporarily last April by 
the Government as unsafe. 

When the mine was shut down 
at that time, a few days after the 
Centralia (Ill.) blast of March 25 
that took 111 lives, it was under 
the control of Secretary of the In- 
terior Krug’s Coal Mines Admin- 
istration. Today, as a result of the 
UMW agreement with private op- 
erators, enforcement of safety 
regulations is the responsibility 
jointly of the union and the op- 
erators, 

It will be recalled that after the 
Centralia explosion Lewis uttered 
numerous pronouncements accus- 
ing Krug of criminal negligence. 
Lewis said Krug had failed to 
enforce the safety code, then the 
responsibility, at least technically, 
of the Federal Government. 

Adams said the fact that 170 
men escaped indicated the mine 
was rock-dusted sufficiently to 
localize the explosion. He added 
that rock-dusting, a means of pre- 
venting spread of explosions, 
could not be carried on right up 
to the working face. 

He went-on to say that proper 
safeguards at the machine might 
have prevented the emission of 
sparks, if this factor actually was 
the cause of the explosion. Inspec- 
tion can be only as good as human 
frailty will permit, he added. 

Adams pointed out that the 
safety director of the Old Ben 
concern is John E. Jones, who was 
the chief safety consultant of the 
Coal Mines Administration and is 
regarded as one the nation’s 
outstanding safety’ men. Adams 
said Jones helped draft the safety 
code in effect during Government 
operation and carried over sub- 
stantially into the present agree- 
ment.

The letter said: “Although seri- 
ous and explosion hazards had 
been corrected at the time of the 
inspection, it is believed that the 
operating manager should make 
every effort to prevent. the occur- 
rence of explosion hazards, and 
should be required to comply fully 
and promptly with those provisions 
of the code listed in the last in- 
spection report.” 

Federal inspector Chick’s report 
was as follows:

Resolution Affects Serv- 


ice Personnel Benefits, 
Makes Inoperative 175 
Emergency Laws. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
President Truman today declared 
the war over, insofar as veterans’ 
benefits and a batch of other war 
and emergency statutes are con- 
cerned. 

The Chief Executive signed a 
Senate joint resolution making in- 
operative some 175 laws whose 
effect was based on the states of 
war and emergency. 

He said some other extraordi- 
nary powers fnust be retained for 
a time, and announced that he 
has asked *Attorney General Clark 
to continue his studies on the end- 
ing of the remaining war statutes. 

In interpreting the 175 acts, the 
resolution says, the proclamations 
of World War II, the limited eme» 
gency and the unlimited emer- 
gency “shall be construted as ter- 
minated and peace established.”

TUCKER, Ark., July 25—The 
scheduled execution at the Arkan- 
sas State Penitentiary here of a 
Negro convicted of murder was 
stayed for two weeks today after 
he told prison authorities a former 
celimate had admitted killing 
Percy Wallace Hill of St. Louis 
at Little Rock last aJn. 25, 

Thomas Cogbill, superintendent 
of the prison, said Cubie Lee John- 
son told him another Negro, now 
serving a 21-year sentence at near- 
by Cummins Prison Farm, de- 
scribed how he had beaten Hill to 


death at the Missouri Pacific 
railroad station in Little Rock. 
The Negro implicated denied kill- 
ing Hill when he was informed of 
Johnson’s statement, Cogbill said: 

Cogbill quoted Johnson as say- 
ing he and the other Negro were 
cellmates at*« Little Rock before 


either was transferred to the state 
penitentiary. The other Negro, 
Johnson said, told him he had 
been questioned in connection with 
the Hill murder but had provided 
a strong alibi of having been in 
an all-night cafe at the time. 

Hill, a railway mail service 
clerk who lived at 7109 Ellendale 
place, was found dead near the 
brightly lighted station shortly 
after midnight. Officers were un- 
able to find any clue to the crime 
or even a motive, since his bill- 
fold had not been disturbed. 

Detective Chief C. O. Fink of 
Little Rock said he would arrive 
here tomorrow to question John- 
son, whose execution was stayed to 
enable authorities to make an in- 
vestigation. Fink said he did not 
put much faith in the statement. 
He said Johnson, sentenced to die 
for the murder Jan. 10 of Henry 
Williams, Little Rock Negro 
watchman, Was inclined to talk 
loosely.

HEAVY GUERRILLA 


Drive on Grevena Beaten 
Off by Planes, Artil- 
lery, Foe ‘Decimated,’ 
Spokesman Says.

ATHENS, July 25 (AP)—A W 

Ministry spokesman said Gree 
Government forces, using rocket- 
firing planes and artillery, re- 
pelled a strong guerrilla attack 
today on Grevena, about 40 miles 
east of the Albanian border. 


The ministry said a guerrilla 
force of .rom 1200 to 1500 men, 
equipped with heavy weapons, 
launched the attack at 3 a.m. 


The spokesman said the initial 
assault forced back guard posts 
outside Grevena, a town of 4000 
in the Pindus mountain foothills 
southeast of the Mount Grammos 
border area, where Government 
forces have been battling Leftist 
units for almost a month. 

“The attack was repelled and the 
guerrillas were aecimated,” the 
spokesman said. 

Part of Konitsa Attackers. 


Military sources said the attack- 
ers were part of the guerrilla 
units which previously attacked 
Konitsa, south of the Mount Gram- 
mos region and 10 miles east of 
the Albanian frontier, 


Press dispatches said a 24-hour 
pounding by Greek artillery and 
aircraft had routed 600 other guer- 
rillas in an engagement west of 
Lamia, 100 miles northwest of 
Athens. Unofficial reports said 
200 casualties were inflicted on 
the rebels. , 


A United Nations Balkan sub- 
commission still in session in Ioan- 
nina drafted a report—opposed by 
the Soviet and Polish delegates— 
for U.N. headquarters, dispatches 
said, 

Informed sources said this re- 
port included the sub-commission’s 
eonclusions that Greek guerrillas 
had entered this country from Al- 
bania and’ that Albania, Bulgaria 
and Yugoslavia had obstructed 
the work of the sub-commission. 


The Greek Government last 
week reported the Army had 
stopped a guerrilla drive on Ioan- 
nina said to have started in Al- 
bania. 


Two Reds Ordered Arrested. 


Warrants were issued last night 
for the arrest of Nicholas Zach- 
ariades, leader of the Greek Com- 
munist party, and Miltiad@s Por- 
phyrogennis, former Communist 
Labor Minister. The Govérnment 
charged the two with “anti-na- 
tional activities’ and  revolu- 
tionary plotting. 

Speaking to French Communists 
in Strasbourg recently, Porphyro- 
gennis urgedthata “free” govern- 
ment be established in Greece, and 
Athens Government circles subse- 
quently indicated. they expected a 
move in that direction.

“We just had a down-to-earth 
discussion of economics,” Adams 
added. “I suppose the operators 
wanted to stay in business. They 
needed a capable labor supply, and 
we have the men they needed.” 

No White House Pressure. 

All hands agreed there was no 
White House pressure to get the 
operators to accept Lewis's terms, 
“And what a lot of hell raising 
there would be now, if we had 
anything to do with it,” one White 
House adviser said gleefully, re- 
calling previous criticism tHat the 
Government had yielded through- 
out the war to the miners’ union 
contract demands.

Humphrey then referred the 
committee to the contract -provi- 
sions calling for settlement of 
grievances without work  stop- 
pages and said such arbitration 
arrangements were neither un- 
usual nor in contravention of the 
labor act. He described the con- 
tract as in full compliance . with 
the letter and spirit of the act. 

One of the law's authors, Rep- 
resentative Hartley, was at first 
disposed to regard the contract as 
a violation of the law, but Senator 
Taft found nbdthing in the con- 
tract which could be construed as 
a violation. 

Background of Formula. 

The “able and willing” formula 
was first put forward by Lewis in 
the contract negotiations of March 
1945, when there was pending in 
Congress the Case bill which con- 
tained a provision making unions 
liable for suits for breach of con- 
tract. ' 

Lewis did not press the point 
then, but in May 1945, when the 
Case bill was again before Con- 
gress he insisted on including the 
“abl: and willing” clause in his 
contract with the anthracite coal 
operators. They accepted it, and 
it has been in that contract ever 
since. 

The argument Lewis made then, 
and the one he employed in his 
recent negotiations with the soft 
coal operators was that in the 
absence of that provision the way 
would be open for any operator 
to plant an agent provocateur in 


‘the ranks of the union who could 


create a situation which would 
bring about a suit against the 


union.

“Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to require an individual 
employe to render labor or serv- 
ice without his consent.” 

Law Defines Strike. 

In the same title of the act 
there is a definition of the word 
“strike” aimed at the technique 


Hartley Act the law of the land, 
Lewis was “absolutely adamant” 
on inclusion of the “able and 
willing” clause, one of the nego- 
tiators told the Post-Dispatch. 

For weeks and months it was 
the subject of “long and tiring 
negotiation,” but Lewis would 
not budge. He was able to 
point to the fact that the phrase 
had been in the anthracite con- 
tract for 14 months and the an- 
thracite operators had experi- 
enced no production interrup- 
tion because of it. 

But Lewis’s ace in the hole, 
as others-have suggested, was 
the economic pressure of the sit- 
uation in a sellers’ market. He 
had the labor to sell—the labor 
of 400,000 miners, and the big 
coal and steel companies needed 
it. The demand for steel and 
coal is so great they can sell all 
they can produce at prices even 
higher than it is bringing. 

This time Lewis was not dealing 
with negotiators hired by the 
steel and coal companies—he was 
dealing with the executive heads 
of those companies, Moses, 
Humphrey, and Benjamin F. Fair- 
less, president of United States 
Steel Corp. 

Neither Could Afford Strike. 

One of those close to the negotia- 
tions told the Post-Dispatch they 
got down to business right at the 
start and said something like this 


Lewis and his miners have devel- 
oped for stopping work by declar- 
ing they are without a contract. 

“The term strik®,” the act reads, 
“includes any strike or other con- 
certed stoppage of work by em- 
ployes, including a stoppage by 
reason of the expiration of a col- 
lective bargaining agreement, and 
any other concerted slow-down or 
other concerted interruption § of 
operations by employes.” 

The key word here is “concert- 
ed.” Presumably if the coal min- 
ers, in concert, decided they were 
unwilling and unable to work, 
they could be brought to book for 
violating the law unless they had 
complied with the requirements 
it sets out which must precede a 
strike. 

That, at least, is what the op- 
erators and their lawyers hold. 
Humphrey, from his office in 
Cleveland, told the Post-Dispatch 
by telephone that lawyers had ad- 
vised him the “able and willing” 
phrase in no way changed the 
legal responsibility of the union 
under the contract. It was, he 
said, almost the exact wording cf 
the Taft-Hattley law itself.

They Insist, However, That Formal Confer-

The Foreign Office statement 
was presented to the weekly meet- 
ing of the People’s Political Coun- 
cil standing committee. It added, 
however, that China would insist 
that the formal peace conference 
be held at Shanghai. 

The committee, approving the 
Foreign Office position, made two 
proposals of its own: that China 
retain the veto power at the peace 
conference; and that China not 
res#ime trade with the Japanese 
until a treaty is signed. 

U. S. Proposal for Parley. 

The United States proposed that 
the 11 nations represented on the 
Far Eastern Commission meet 
Aug. 19 either in Washington or 
San Francisco for preliminary dis- 
cussion of a Japanese treaty, 

Russia, however, has objected 
to an 1l-nation parley, and has in- 
sisted that preliminary work of 
drafting the treaty be done in the 
Council of Foreign Ministers, 
where the veto prevails. 

The United States proposal pro- 
vided for decisions by a two-thirds 
majority. Study of the Russian 
note now is under way in Wash- 
ington with an eye. to determining 
what points Russia left open for 
negotiation. Date of the confer- 
ence probably will be moved back 
to avoid conflict with a British 
commonwealth conference sched- 
uled for later in August in 
Australia,

Questions About Housing 


Forty thousand homes as yet unbuilt are 
needed in St. Louis. Why? Anmswering that 
question will be the task of a House labor sub- 
committee which will conduct hearings here 
Dec. 2 and 3 on a tour of 15 cities. There is an 
ample field in this community for the subcom- 
mittee’s inquiry into “monopoly, racketeering 
and restrictive practices.” 

Actually to do the work it has set out for 
itself, the subcommittee will have to do more 
than listen to reports volunteered by building 
materials suppliers, contractors, subcontractors 
and labor unions. 

Sometimes the trouble consists of collusion on 
the part of two or more of these groups. The 


~subcommittee ought to hear some private indi- 


viduals who have recently had expérience with 
building homes} too, It should not be satisfied 
with volunteered statements, but should set out 
and dig up facts for itself—some of which in- 
dustry and labor witnesses might want to cover 
up. 

The subcommittee should learn what are the 
facts about labor productiveness in the St. Louis 
area. Is it true here, as Life magazine says is 
the case generally, that bricklayers are laying 
only half as many bricks as they could lay, car- 
penters putting up only 60 per cent as many 
doors as they could put up, and other building 
trades unionists similarly soldiering on the job, 
aggravating the price inflation? 


What about the prices of land and building 
supplies, which nationally are double or more 
the 1941 prices? Is there any collusion here, as 
there has been in some places, to keep prices 
jacked up out of reason? Are building code 
provisions restrictive, forbidding the use of new, 
money-saving materials and techniques? 


What are the conditions that made it pos- 
sible for a firm of gangster contractors to milk 
St. Louis University of thousands of dollars in 
the construction of a new classroom building, 
and corrugated iron shacks to be built for vet- 
erans in East St. Louis at $11,175 each? 


And what about special-interest lobbies which 
favor scarcity, high prices and high profits—for 
themselves? It would be instructive for the 
House subcommittee to find out why insurance 
companies which want to put their money to 
work housing St. Louis’ homeless have not done 
so. Why was the bill to encourage low-rent 
slum clearance housing rejected by the Mis- 
souri Legislature? Why did the real estate lobby 
oppose this measure? 


Finally, to what extent is St. Louis hogtied 
by the failure of Congress and the Government 
at large to do its own duty? The chairman of 
the subcommittee, Representative Gwinn, would 
have to transcend his own prejudices in order 
to answer this one, for, according to him, fed- 
eral housing is a Soviet device. 


Why has not as minimum and reasonable a 
measure as the Wagner-Ellender-Taft bill been 
adopted instead of being kicked around in Con- 
gress for nearly two years? 


Why have price and material controls been 
ruinously lifted? Why have price ceilings not 
been placed on new construction? Why has the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation obstructed 
prefabricated housing by refusing to make the 
loans which would permit their production in 
larger qugntities? 

The answer to these questions would forever 
place in the debt of the House subcommittee the 
thousands of St. Louis men, women and chil- 
dren, veterans and non-veterans, who are living 
in cramped and expensive hotel rooms, un- 
heated garages, broken-down double-decker 
busses, tents, trailers, chicken houses and hovels.

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Lend-Lease to the Aggressor

“profoundly regrets” the turn of events must be 
somewhat tempered in its effect on the un- 
trained, primitively equipped Indonesian youth 
who falls writhing with an American bullet in 
his guts, fired into him with a skill that is the 
best product of American military training. 

The Dutch aggression against Indonesia is a 
shame in which the United States shares by 
proxy—a solid, deadly’proxy. It is a discredit- 
able and disreputable use to which American 
arms and skill are being put. 
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The West Frankfort Tragedy 


The death of 27 men in the mine explosion at 
West Frankfort, Ill., yesterday, just four months 
after the terrible Centralia disaster, should 
shock Congress into reconsidering and enacting 
the bill autharizing the Federal Bureau of Mines 
to enforce mine safety. To arouse Congress to 
its obvious duty, President Truman could well 
send a special message to Capitol Hill on this 
long-neglected matter. 

At the time of the Centralia disaster, Bureau 
of Mines officials said that 95 per cent of mine 
accidents are preventable. This has been true 
through all the decadés while a thousand coal 
miners a year were being killed and 50,000 
injured. 

There is every indication that the disaster at 
West Frankfort was just as preventable as was 
the. catastrophe at Centralia. As at Centralia, 
there is a letter from the miners’ safety~ com- 
mittee protesting against conditions which they 
feared might cost some of them their lives. 

On May 23, the minets wrote “To the Man- 
agement of the Old Ben Coal Co. and All Con- 
cerned,” protesting that adequate steps had not 
been taken to eliminate coal dust at its source 
or to dampen it in keeping with the last report 
of the Federal Mine Inspector. 

There was a protest also against rock-dusting 
while the regular shift was on duty. Since it 
was a one-shift mine, there were 15 hours a 
day for the dusting to be done without -inter- 
fering with the miners’ health and safety. 

The “all concerned” called upon in the min- 
ers’ plea includes not only Congress and the 
President, but also John L. Lewis, president of 
the Miners’ Union. Upon him rests consider- 
able responsibility for failure of the federal 
mine safety bill. The bill naturally called for 
safety enforcement to be lodged in the Bureau 
of Mines, which is under Secretary of Interior 
Krug, and Lewis apparently preferred no fed- 
eral enforcement rather than have it under the 
supervision of a man he calls his enemy. 


But the greatest opposition to federal mine 
safety has come from the coal operators, who 
fear it would hiké costs. For 20 years and more 
they have prevented Congress from acting. 
Meanwhile, the Federal Government has taken 
control of collective bargaining and fair labor 
standards generally in industries involved in in- 
terstate trade. What possible argument can 
there be against the Government's assuming 
also responsibility for protecting the lives of 
the mven who mine the nation’s coal? 

The high death and accident rate in the coal 
mines is a national reproach, and the national 
government nae the responsibility to end it. 
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The toughness of the MVA idea is indicated 
by the ease with which it has survived Mr. Tru- 
man's advocacy. 
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A Rent Law Is Needed 


Whether St. Louis adds a municipal ordinance 
to the federal rent law is becoming a first- 
rank issue. The movement started with a few 
air-conditioned cliff-dwellers who got stiff boosts 
when Congress took rent ceilings off apartment 
hotels. Now, however, a protest begins to rise 
from people in smaller circumstances. It was 
partly represented by the committee of 15 from 
church, labor and consumer groups who urged 
Acting Mayor Albanese to call a special session 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

The city should, we think, do nothing to 
withdraw Congress’ expressed favor for 15 per 
cent increases. Since other prices have risen, 
a general increase is overdue. Congress, how- 
ever, was careless on grounds for eviction. The 
rules that an owner can evict to remodel or to 
occupy the premises himself are wide open for 
abuses. The city could require proof that re- 
modeling is necessary to conserve the property, 
or that the owner—subject to penalty—actually 
occupies the quarters for a stated period. 

Considering the inflated costs of service, 
apartment hotels are perhaps entitled to some- 
what larger general increases than other land- 
lords. There is probably a certain merit, too, 
in their contention that some tenants have en- 
joyed “giveaway” rents established before the 
war, when many apartments stood empty. But, 
in the present one-sided market, landlords’ self- 
restraint should not be the only ceiling. The 
Aldermen should hold hearings, thresh out the 
facts, and set a general percentage increase, with 
added provision for landlords who can show 
inequities. 

There is some question whether a rent ordi- 
nance would be constitutional. Mayor Kauf- 
mann thinks not, on advice of City Counselor 
Stemmler.,But there are other opinions, equally 
well informed, that the city cannot know its 
power without trying to use it. Why not adopt 
the law and let the courts decide?

Floods gave the President a fine chance to ask Congress for com- 
prehensive regional resources plan, editorial notes; says Mr. Tru- 
man failed the occasion; he ignored valley authority idea, which 
has proved best, to return to old “piecemeal, pork-barrel method.”

Few will dispute the urgent need for a 
solution of the flood control problems of 
the Mississippi region, as requested of Con- 
gress by President Truman. 


The time is opportune for a compre- 
hensive, intelligent approach to the con- 
servation and promotion of this country’s 
natural resources. The nation has just ex- 
perienced a costly lesson in its failure to 
control the upper Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers and their tributaries—and at a mo- 
ment when the gigantic needs of countries 
overseas force upon us the necessity of 
Properly utilizing our resources, 


As the President pointed out, plans in 
great detail are available. Many of the 
projects have received congressional ap- 
proval. Authorizations (but not appropria- 
tions) by Congress for development of 
water resources in the Mississippi valley to- 
tal nearly six billion dollars, 


With such an opportunity for bold and 
inspiring action, Mr. Truman chose instead 
to strike a mortal blow at the one system 
of flood control that has proved most suc- 
cessful, We refer to the valley authorities 
system, as ably demonstrated by the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 


Capture by Pick-Sloan 


It is true that Mr. Truman said his pro- 
gram “does not change the desirability of 
the ultimate establishment of valley au- 
Yet his proposed 10-year pro- 
gram follows closely: the objectives 
espoused by the Army Engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation. In the Missouri 
river basin the President, for the moment 
at least, is committed to the Pick-Sloan 
plan as more “realistic and practical” than 
the proposed Missouri Valley Authority. 


Undoubtedly, the most that Mr. Truman 
can hope for from the present session of 
Congress will be additional appropriations 
of the type he requested. It would be folly 
to expect congressional action on such a 
controversial measure.as MVA during the 
rush for adjournment. 


But it would not have been unreasonable 
to emphasize the importance of immediate 
public hearings on the proposed valley 
authorities—so the people might evaluate 
the merit of regional programs versus the 
activities of single-purpose federal agen- 


cies, and thus prepare the groundwork for 
congressional action next year. 


The President might have said that the 
piecemeal and “pork barrel” methods of 
building dams, dredging streams, con- 
structing irrigation projects and providing 
relief to drouth victims have been very ex- 
pensive in the past, and with few lasting 
benefits. 


Apparently the projects sponsored by the 
Army Engineers, whose primary interests 
lie in the construction of dams, reservoirs 
and levees, are the “first things” which 
“must come first.” Of the $250,000,000 in 
extra appropriations requested for this year, 
M® Truman would allocate $237,000,000 to 
the Army Engineers as contrasted with 
only $3,000,000 for the Soil Conservation 
Service, 


What About the Soil? 


We recall the advice of a conservation 
expert who cautioned that dams should not 
be built “until the stream runs clear.” In 
other words, it is on the land that the soil 
must be conserved and where a greater 
share of the work to prevent floods should 
be initiated, 

In the immediate months ahead is it .of 
prime importance to rush to completion a 
series of dams, or to push for completion 
an integrated regional resources program? 


And if the spending of money on rivers 
for single purposes, such as control of 
floods, has, been made obsolete by the suc- 
cess. of TVA, should we commit ourselves 
to a 10-year program based on the same 
old methods? 

Mr. Truman's request for extra flood con- 
trol appropriations and acceleration of that 
particular type of project does make sense. 
But his proposal for a “10-year program” 
sidesteps the basic regional issue and 
blandly ignores the necessity for a revamp- 
ing of cur natural resources administra- 
tion and policy at the national level. 

The President declared, “The choice is 
ours. We can sit idly by-—or almost as 
bad, resort to the false economy of feeble 
and inadequate measures—while these 
precious assets waste away. On the other 
hand, we can, if we-act in time, put into 
effect a realistic and practical plan... .” 


With these words, he then started out 
in the wrong direction.

THE NETHERLANDS IN A CHANGING WORLD 
Bartholomeus Landheer. (Roy Publishers, New York 
The chief propagandist for the Dutch 

Government, particularly well-known in the 

United States during the war as chief of 

the exiled Dutch Government's Information 

Bureau, has written a defense of Holland 

and its international policy all the more 

significant in view of the shooting war 
that began this week in the Dutch East 

Indies. That Landheer'’s voice is semi- 

official heightens that interest. 

Landheer himself may be a sincere dem- 
ocrat. He views the results of World War 
II with cynicism: “The general belief that 
the common suffering of the war would 
have lessened social distinctions was not 
confirmed too much by the experiences of 
the writer. ... The war has brought about 
a shift in the class system, but not a gen 
eral desire to pay less attention to ciass 
differences. ... There are now 65 classes 
instead of 69 in the Netherlands, but this 
is about as far as the change goes.” 

* * * 

But he finds Dutch imperialism in its 
worst extremes very defensible, even blam- 
ing the British general who accepted the 
Jap surrender in the Indies for recognis- 
ing the “insecure” republic instead of es 
tablishing military government and post~ 
poning political considerations “until @ 
more opportune time.” Tyrants for years, 
yes, centuries, have been defending tyranny 
by such statements. 

Landheer thus is a victim of a common 
malady among apologists. He finds coloni- 
alism deplorable—save that practiced by 
Holland. He finds parliamentary deceit ob- 
jectionable—save when it is Dutch. His 
wisdom beyond the areas of his own na- 
tional thinking is sound, but within—di- 
rectly contradictory. 

From early reports, there can be no 
doubt that the Dutch Government's asa 
sault on the people it so lately granted 
freedom—the United States of Indonesia— 
is unprovoked, How soon the United States 
will grant the “heroic” Dutch a huge loan 
in order to fight the “dissident” Indone- 
sian “Communists” is only a matter of how 
soon the Truman doctrine takes the matter 
up. 

Landheer should have changed his title 
to “The Unchanging Netherlands in a 
Changing World.’

|Sovereign Equals. 


The fundamental reason why 
Britain “lost” India is the same 
reason why she lost the American 
colonies. British institutions them- 


selves create the nemesis of Brit- 
ish imperialism, The Americans 
who threw the “redcoagts” out were 
men of English mind and blood 
who wanted no more for them- 
selves than Britons claimed, po- 
litical liberty. It was inevitable 
that all colonies settled by Britons 
—Canada, South Africa, Australia, 
New Zealand—should claim the 
British heritage, remaining within 
the commonwealth only as _ sov- 
ereign equals. 

And whatever Britain has—in 
the past—withheld from or com- 
mitted against India, free British 
institutions have been before In- 
dian eyes, the while they have 
supplied the very means of agita- 
tion for independence. 

In the whole Orient there was 
nowhere the free speech that ex- 
isted in India, nor any comparably 
impartial law, nor milder punish- 
ment for “politicals.” 

When Mr. Gandhi or MrJ Nehru 
went to jail it was invariably by 
his own deliberate decision to 
break the law, and he was not 
thrown into gas chambers nor de- 
ported to some dolorous British 
equivalent for Siberia. Mr. Nehru 
ee that he “thinks in Eng- 
ish.” 


Imperialism Shrinks. 


The British Empire, which only 
last week Mr. Churchill called 
“the mysterious circle” and which 
seémed sometimes to have grown 
to world dimensions almost ab- 
sent-mindedly, has been—by the 
nature of the little islanders who 
govern it~ self-liquidating. Brit- 
ain, with her Clives, always has 
had her Burkes, 

Yet no nation since Rome has 
cut the heel marks of her own 
native character’ so deeply, nor 
trodden them so widely. And that 
is Britain’s triumph as the im- 
perial circle shrinks: that the 
mind-forms and institutions she 
has planted sv*vive.

Says Marriage of Clergymen 
to Divorctes Is ‘Dishonor 
to Episcopal Church.’ 


NEW YORK, July 25 (AP)— 
Bishop William T. Manning, in a 
letter in the current issue of The 
Living Church, has. protested 
against the fact that the first wife 
of Elliott Roosevelt was permitted 
to marry a clergyman of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. 


The retired bishop of New York 
also protested because the Very 
Rev. Kirk B. O’Ferrall, dean of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, was allowed 
to marry a divorced woman. 

- In his letter, Bishop Manning 
asked whether the action in the 
two dioceses concerned meant “we 
are now to have a number of ec- 
clesiastical Renos, and the conse- 
quent abolition of any Christian 
standards of marriage, in the 
church.” 

Bishop Manning’s letter did not 
mention the names of the two 
brides and bridegrooms or of the 
two bishops who gave their con- 
sent to the remarriages, but he 
specified the names of the two 
dioceses, Michigan and Lexing- 
ton, Ky. 

Canon Thomas A. Sparks, of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine, 
acting as spokesman for Bishop 
Manning, confirmed yesterday, 
however, that the marriages to 
which the bishop referred were 
those of the first wife of Elliott 
Roosevelt to the Rev. Benedict 
Henry Hanson of Baltimore, and 
that of Dean O’Ferrall and Mrs. 
Isabelle W, Morrill, who was a 
member of the choir of the De- 
troit cathedral. 

His View of Marriages. ° 
The bishops are the Rt. Rev. 
William Robert Moody, head of 
the diocese of Lexington, Ky., who 


officiated at the marriage of the 
former Mrs. Ellliott Roosevelt 
whose second marriage to Curtin 
Winsor also ended in divorce; and 
the Rt. Rev, Frank W. Creighton, 
head of the diocese of Michigan, 
who gave his permission for the 
matfriage of the dean of his cathe- 
dral. 

The marriage of Dean O’Ferral 
took place July 5 at St. Alban’ 
\Episcopal church in Highland 
Park, a suburb of Detroit, 

In his letter to The Living 
Chuch, a periodical representing 
the “high” or Anglo-Catholic point 
of view of the Episcopal church, 
Bishop Manning said: 

“The action in these two dio- 
ceses is a dishonor to the Episco- 
pal church, and it arouses grave 
fears as to the effects of our re- 
cently adopted. canon of mar- 
riage,” 

He referred to the general con- 
vention in Philadelphia last Sep- 
tember which liberalized the mar- 
riage laws of the chuch. The right 
to permit a divorced person to re- 
marry was given to the bishops of 
the respective dioceses, Previously 
the decifion was largely based on 
thé papers in the civil divorce. 


Statement by Bishop Creighton. 


In Detroit, Bishop Creighton is- 
sued the following statement: 

“IT deeply regret that my friend, 
Bishop Manning, has seen fit to 
attack the diocese. of Michigan. 
. , » Unfortunately, he has, issued 
@ statement without knowing all 
the facts in a divorce and re- 
marriage in Michigan. The Bishop 
of Michigan, as is every bishop, 
is pledged to enforce the canons, 
rather than treat them with any 
degree of laxity. 

“Bishop Manning may be as- 
sured that canons 17 and 18 have 
been rigidly enforced, and that 
they apply to the case in Michi- 
gan to which he has referred.”

MARRIAGE BOOM | 
IS OVER; 20 PCT. 
DECLINE REPORTED 


Birth Rate Also Falls From| 
Record High Figures 
of 1946. 


WASHINGTON, July 25. (AP)— 
The postwar boom in romance has 
passed its peak; marriages are on 
the decline. 

The National Office of Vital 
Statistics reported today that 
427,319 pairs bought marriage li- 
censes in the first quarter of 1947. 
That is 20 per cent fewer than 
the number issued during the 
same quarter of 1946. 

The report said the number of 
Marriages started climbing “un- 
usually high” as early as 1945, 
when veterans were returning 
from Europe, and lasted through 
most of 1946. 

Last year set a new record in 
American marriages, a total of 
2,313,795, or about 41.8 per cent 
more than in 1945. 

In 1945 there were 31 divorces 
for every 100 marriages. In 1946 
the ratio dropped to 27 divorces 
for every 100 marriages. The 
statisticians attribute this to the 
big increase in marriages and not 
to a decline in divorces, 

The birth rate also is declining 
from the record high points set in 
the closing months of 1946. In 
that year 3,440,000 babies were 
born. The January total of births, 
343,080, was about at the same 
level with the record-breaking to- 
tals of the closing months of 1946. 
Since then births have declined 
gradually, to 297,000 in April,

As a result of the folly of Brit- 
ish policy in Palestine, that whole 
area is now the center of an in- 
creasingly bitter feud. In reply 
to our criticism,’ the British can 
point out that we have done 
nothing to relieve the pressure of 
the 800,000 or more refugees who 
are living in a kind of purgatory 
between the hell of the Nazi perse- 
cution and of the war and the 
hope of another life. 

Actually, of course, there is little 
relation between our failure and 
the desperate, harried Jews seek- 
ing admission to what they feel 
is their homeland. Surveys made 
in the displaced-persons camps 
have shown that a large percent- 
age of Jews want to go to Pales- 
tine and nowhere else but Pales- 
tine. 

Nevertheless, we should exam- 
ine our own failure and the rea- 
sons for it. Only against a back- 
ground of self-criticism have we 
a right to criticize others, 


The Stratton Bill. 


To begin with, most Congress- 
men had little knowledge as to 
who the displaced persons were, 
why they would not go home and 
therefore, what the real problem 
was. When Representative Wil- 
liam G. Stratton of Illinois intro- 
duced his bill to admit 100,000 
DPs a year, the first reaction was 
one of indifference compounded 
with ignorance. 

Hearings on the bill cleared up 
some of the misunderstandings. 


But there is a deeper and a re- 
lated reason.

Purgatory Forever? 


This opposition is based on the 
belief that we must take care of 
our own—housing and jobs for our 
veterans. It rests on the convic- 
tion that America can no longer 
expand; that there are fixed limits 
to our capacity to produce, and 
that we must hoard what we have 
and divide it among ourselves. 
This happens, of course, to be 
directly contrary to the philosophy 
of infinite greatness and infinite 
expansion that led us to welcome 
wave after wave of immigrants to 
our shores. | 

Representative Stratton has not 
given up. He believes Congress 
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has come a lot nearer to under- 
standing the displaced persons. A 
House committee may go abroad 
after adjournment to visit the DP 
camps, While no outsider can un- 
derstand the longing and the des- 
peration in the minds of those 
tragic people, it will be possible

Another committee member said 
it is likely the former Secretary 
of Commerce and head of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corp. will 
be asked to tell what he knows 
about the matter if a search of 
the files of the late President 
Roosevelt does not turn up docu- 
mentary evidence in the deal. 

Jones was represented by this 
member as having balked at sign- 
ing the airplane contract with 
Hughes, millionaire Hollywood 
movie producer, and Kaiser until 
he was given a written memoran- 
dum on the deal, 

President Roosevelt ousted Jones 
from the Cabinet in January 1945 
to give the Commerce portfolio to 
Henry A. Wallace. 

The Ferguson committee has 
been told 4% testimony taken be- 
hind closed doors that the Army 
and Navy opposed letting the 
Hughes-Kaiser contract for ply- 
wood planes.

A Philandering Husband Gets His 


Although it stretches coincidence pretty far and has an 
excessively melodramatic ending, “THEY WON’T SELIEVE 
ME,” currently at the FOX THEATER, is an absorbing and in- 
triguing study of a philandering husband. 

The screen play by Jonathan Latimer is in- 
telligently written, and by that virtue makes 
seem actually plausible the plot. whereby 
the husband, trying to get control of 
his wealthy wife's money, ends up being ac- 
cused of murder in a situation in which his 
mistress was burned to death in an automo- 
bile accident and his wife committed suicide. 

From the start, where Robert Young tells the stary from the 
witness stand in a series of flashbacks, the thing is contrived, 
but skillfully so. 

Young turns in a good performance. He makes the husband 
seem more a confused weakling than an outright scoundrel. 
Not pitch black, in other words, but a soiled shade of grey. 
Rita Johnson as the wife who keeps a check-rein on him in the 
form of the family purse-strings, and Susan Hayward as the 
hard and elemental gol¢-digging secretary, are convincing, too. 
The direction catches the furtive atmosphere as the cheating 
husband meets his other women in out-of-the-way cocktail 
lounges, little basement restaurants, and “off-beat” night clubs. 
There are such nice touches as the speech of the defense at- 
torney to the jury, which is much closer than Hollywood usually 
comes to the way criminal lawyers talk. 


Second feature is “YANKEE FAKIR,” with Douglas Fow- 
ley, who usually does heavies, as a pitchman who breaks Up a 
smuggling racket in a Mexican border town. It’s sort of ho-hum.

Railroad Fireman Thinks It's One Way P

ISSOURI-BORN M. E. 
Smoky’ Schroeder has had 
letters from eight foreign 
countries as a result of his tele- 
phone cal] to Molotov. If he suc- 
ceeds in calling Gandhi, Chiang 
Kai-shek and Franco, he’ll prob- 
ably get more. He plans to answer 


them too, because he thinks that’s 


one way ordinary people can help 
create international good will. 


Smoky, 36, was born at Hanni- 
bal where his father, Ernest 
Schroeder, worked for the Bur- 
lington railroad. 


“I believe we don't take enough 
interest in world affairs,” says the 
burly railroad - fireman whose 
“sociable” chat with the Russian 
foreigm minister made news’ re- 
cently. “Voters get all worked up 
about those things at an election, 
and after they put a man in office 
they say, ‘Okay, Bud, from now on 
you're on your own.’ But we 
should all be interested, all the 
time. We can try to learn about 
other countries, and make friends 
with their people.” 


Because he thinks that the next 
five years will settle the destiny 
of the world, Schroeder had hoped 
to talk to Molotov about Russia’s 
attitude toward co-operating with 
the democracies, but he can take 
a hint. So, when he was asked 
by the diplomat’s aides whether he 
planned to discuss politics, he said 
no. Instead, he told Molotov about 
his work and life in the midwest, 
and Molotov told him about Rus- 
sia’s plans for improving her rail 
system. 


The people who wrote to Schroe- 
der after they read about his talk 
with Molotov were about evenly 
divided on the question of whether 
the railroader should have placed 
the call. An especially irate Ca- 
nadian told him nobody but a 
Communist would want to talk to 
the Russian, and hoped he’d lose 
his job.

j HAVE been sent an article an- 
swering the criticism which 
was made by the Northern 
Baptist convention in regard to a 
recent decision of the Supreme 
Court. By a decision of 5 to 4, 
the court validated the use of tax 
funds by the State of New Jersey 
to reimburse parents for bus 
transportation paid by them for 
conveying their children to a re- 
ligious school, notwithstanding the 
fact that New Jersey provides free 
public schools for the use of all 
of its children and free transporta- 
tion thereto, 


The point of the article, as I 
understand it, is that neither this 
group nor any other group should 
question a decision handed down 
by the Supreme Court. It is per- 
fectly obvious, of course, that 
such a decision is the law of the 
land as long as it stands. But the 
Supreme Court has been known to 
reverse itself. Reversals have been 
brought about by new cases and 
new arguments, or sometimes, by 
a change in Justices. g 

After all, though the Supreme 
Court is made up of learned law- 
yers and patriotic citizens, its 
members are still subject to hu- 
man failing@ like all human be- 
ings. And when a decision is as 
close as § to 4, it seems to me that 
the citizens of the United States 
have a right to think it over care- 
fully and decide whether they 
agree with it or not, if they 
do not agree with it, then they 
should certainly bring the weight 
of public opinion to bear upon fu- 
ture legislation which might cause 
a change of mind in the Supreme 
Court. 

I believe in freedom of con- 
science and freedom of religious 
belief, but I do not advocate a 
change in our old-time theory of 
division between church and state. 
We have a righ. to send our chil- 
dren to private schools or religious

schools of any denomination. But 
such schools should be on an en- 
tirely different basis from the pub- 
lic schools which are free to all 
children. 

Making any religious school the 
same as our public schools seems 
to me to change our fundamental 
idea of the right to worship as 
we choose, and the right of our 
children to receive free education 
without interference with their re- 
ligious beliefs.: I have been some 
what troubled lately as to whether 
this old safeguard is slipping 
away and might lead to a point 
where there would be bad feeling 
between religious groups in our 
country.

He Is Shepherd of the Shannon 


Teaches Practical Christianity; 
Welfare, Health and Fellowship 
Are Among His Chief Objectives

GLADDEN, Mo.,, July 25. 

HEN Dad Prugh lay dying, 
W tre Shepherd of the Shan- 

non Hills stood at his side. 
“Sing something,” said Dad Prugh. 
“What shall it be?” the Shepherd 
asked. It sounded like the dying 
man said “The Song of Sorrow,” 
but that couldn’t be, for Dad 
Prugh was not one to be solaced 
by a song of sorrow. Besides, 
there was no such song in the 
Shepherd’s book. More. distinctly 
the man spoke: “Men of the Soil.” 
That was more like it. That was 


-the kind of song that Dad Prugh 


would want to have sung at his 
deathbed. So the Shepherd of 
of the Shanfion Hills and the 
others gathered there sang the 
militant ancient Danish folk tune, 
which tells of “Men of the soil, 
we have labored unending .. .” 

There was a light on Dad 
Prugh’s face that had not been 
there before. “Shall we sing some- 
thing else?” the Shepherd asked. 
“No, that’s all,” Dad Prugh said. 
They were his last words. 

It was something like a bene- 
diction 6n the work of the Shep- 
herd of the Shannon Hills that 
when the: old .man lay dying he 
called not for a song of sorrow or 
consolation out of the hymn book, 
but for a fighting song out of the 
toilers’ book, for the comradeship 
of men was what the Shepherd 
had been teaching since he came. 

Dad Prugh was a man of many 
adventures who came to the hills 
when his sun of life was setting. 
Men called him an atheist because 
he did not share their creeds, but 
the Shepherd of the Shannon Hills 
came to him and called him Broth- 
er and after that, if he had been 
an atheist, he was one no more. 

The coming of the Rev. Vincent 
W. Bucher was the gift of the 
Evangelical and Reformed Church 
to a region to which it was not in- 
digenous and in which hitherto it 
had had no members and_no inter- 
est, a region whose needs consti- 
tuted its only claim. | 

The region, in Shannon and 
Dent counties, had a primary ra- 
dius of eight miles and a second- 
ary radius of 12 miles, including 
nine school districts between 
Gladden and Round Spring and 
along Current, Sinkin’ and Barren 
rivers, In it there were no estab- 
lished churches. The only religi- 
ous services were occasional 
school house meetings held by 
itinerant Baptist and Pentecostal 


‘preachers, 


To the area, designated in 
church files as a part of the Ozark 
Highland, came in 1924 the Rev. 
Paul Wobus prospecting and pio- 
neering for the Home Mission 
Board of his church. After eight 
years of spade work and planning 
Shannondale Community House 
was built of native stone on a 40- 
acre tract half way between 
Salem and Eminence, One from 
afar who would find it need only 
follow highway 19 from its junc- 
tion with 66 at Cuba or its junc- 
tion with 60 at Winona,; Ask a 
fox hunter of the hills, though, 
where Shannondale Community is 
and he will say that it lies where

some Hollow leading down to Cur- 
rent river. To an outlander that 
may be a bit confusing, but any 
fox hunter could find it by fol- 
lowing the hollows, for that is 
the way the foxes run. . 

For a year and a half the com- 
munity house, whether ‘found by 
the highway or the way of the 
foxes run, was making itself 
known to the hill people under the 
direction of Theodore Horstmann 
with the assistance of Vincent 
Bucher, theological student, who 
helped conduct vacation schools in 
seven districts, and Richard Hotz, 
medical student, who conducted 
clinics on Saturdays. Then in 
1934 came Bucher from a pastor- 
ate in Nashville, Tenn., to be the 
permanent Shepherd of. the 1400 
people, scattered six to the square 
mile, in what he called his parish.

UJ: to then the pioneering Wobus 
and Horstmann had directed 
their efforts mostly to re- 
lief, for with three drouth years 
in the period the need for food 
and seed had been great. The 
program of religious and social 
activities then set up continued 
along the practical lines that had 
been laid. A folke school was de- 
cidéd on as the best approach, 
with a ourriculum to meet the 
living needs’ and desires of the 
people, Folk -. games, singing 
games and play parties that had 
fallen into disuse were revived. 
Square dances were not included 
because of the proclivity of hill 
youths to wind up a dance with 
a fight, but Wednesday nights 
were set apart for recreation, with 
such games as Pig in the Parlor, 
Old Jim Price and Pawpaw 
Patch, and to these came’ the 
young people from miles. away. 
Organization was effected, busi- 
ness sessions and _ discussions 
were held, a co-op was organized 
and, after a time, farm tools and 
breeding stock ,wtre loaned. 
The dread of sickness with no 
doctor near was removed, for the 
community house car was always 
ready to take an ailing one to a

doctor or a hospital. When a man 
lay dying the Shepherd was there 


to solace with his singing. When. 


death came funerals were held at 
the homes in keeping with ancient 
custom. In 13 years since the 
Shepherd came only two have been 
held at the community house. 


All this, although not so named, 


came under the head of religion - 


as Bucher and his associates con- 
ceived it, not institutionalized but 
of a pattern that was worked out 
as they went along, with the plow 
and the schoolhouse as its sym- 
bols and welfare, health and com- 
munity fellowship as. its objec- 
tives. Christianity in action they 
called it. 

Formal religion had its recogni- 
tion in services once a month at 
the community house, consisting 
of songs and a talk by the minis- 
ter, group discussions and some- 
times motion pictures on religious 
and farm subjects, followed by a 
family dinner inside or outside, ac- 
cording to the season and the 
weather, and playground games 
for the children: On other Sun- 
days there were meetings at scat- 
tered school houses with family 
dinners and baseball in the after- 
noon. 

On the church rol] as it grad- 
ually grew were people of 10 sec- 
tarian backgrounds who found no 
fault with the simple services that 
were Evangelical only in origin. 
There were some who, because of 
their backgrounds held aloof, but 
the shepherd counted them in his 
flock anyway, calling himself their 
pastor notwithstanding, visiting 
them in their homes, helping them 
in every way that he could, con- 
soling them in their sorrows, mak- 
ing friends instead of converts. 

All in good time it.came to pass 
that the shepherd made a friend 
of Dad Prugh. That doughty ad- 
venturer of other years had found 
rest with his pipe, his book and his 
memories under. the morning 
glories that shaded the porch of 
his Ozark cottage, but he was a 
fighting man still and there were 
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those, calling him an infjdel, who 
predicted that he would have no 
truek with the new shepherd at 
Shannondale, The shepherd came, 
though, and called him Brother, 
and the old man saw in the greet- 
ing something more than what in 


another he would have called a 


‘sanctimonious, salute. He discov- 
ered that they were brothers in- 
deed in their thinking and in the 
things that they held dear in their 
hearts,

T was looked upon as something 
| or a miracle when Dad Prugh 

went to the meeting house 
on the sabbath day and joined 
the shepherd’s flock. After‘that 
he stood up for religion as before 
he had stood out against it. For 
explanation he said that this was 
the kind of shepherd and this 
the kind of fold that he long had 
sought and had never before 
found. He held true according to 
his light and leading while life 
lasted and when he was dying 
he: asked the shepherd to sing 
“Men of the Soil,” for that was 
the song that he liked best. 

Always the religion that’ the 
shepherd preached and practiced 
was practical. The timber back 
of the community house was 
cleared and a garden and fruit 
trees planted as an example of the 
use that could be madé of the 
scanty soil. Six years ago, as a 
source of milk for the minister’s 
family and his staff and to pro- 
vide a surplus for the neighbor- 
hood, goats were introduced and 
a herd built up. To families 
where there was sickness or small 
children milk goats were loaned. 
The keeping of hogs was encour- 
aged by example. With the co- 
operation of the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission, farm clubs 
and 4-H clubs were formed, Co- 
operating with the Friends Serv- 
ice Committee, work camps have 
latterly been held and work done 
on community projects.

West probably chortled inward- 
ly when his double of four hearts

all suits! That contract (he prob- 
ably thought happily) would be 
slaughtered! But he was wrong! 


The diamond king was opened 
and on sight of dummy West at- 
tempted to break up what looked 
like an impending cross-ruff by 
shifting to the spade nine. De- 
clarer won with the ten, cashed 
the ace and king of hearts, then 
ruffed a heart. A diamond ruff 
followed and then the ace-king of 
clubs were cashed, declarer dis- 


‘ carding a heart. Another diamond 


ruff brought declarer down. to the 
A-Q-5 of trumps and one heart, 
while West still held the K-J-6-4 
of trumps. Now, on declarer’s lead 
of the heart, West had to ruff and 
return a trump up to declarer’s 
major tenace. Thus, both the ace 
and queen produced tricks, and 
though West now held the high 
jump, it wag only his third trick. 


Actually, due to East’s inability 
to lead trumps through the de- 
clarer, it had been impossible to 
defeat this contract. All declarer 
had to do was make sure of sev- 
eral of his own low trumps by @ 
deliberate shortening process, i.e. 
by ruffing diamonds.

:SEABEE RESERVE PLANNED 


Plans for organization of a Sea- 
bee reserve force were outlined 
by Capt. Howard Potter of Jack- 
sonville, Ill, director of the Sea- 
bee Reserve, Ninth Naval District, 
in a talk last night at the Naval 
Reserve Armory, at the foot of 
Ferry street. 


Speaking at a meeting of the 
Reserve Officers of Naval Serv- 
ices, Capt. Potter asserted there 
is a need for forming a reserve 
force that would be available for 
immediate mobilization. He said 
he hoped to form the first units 
this winter. 


Tomato Topped Macaroni

Set cups in a shallow pan, and 
pour hot water around them to 
come up within a half inch of the 
tops of the cups. Bake in a mod- 
erately slow oven (325 degrees F.) 


‘for 25 to 30 minuteg or until cus- 


tard is almost set. Sprinkle salt 
over thick slices of tomatoes (two 
medium sized meaty ones) and 
place over tops of the custards. 
Drizzle one tablespoon melted but- 


iter or margarine over the toma- 


toes. Continue baking for another 
10 or 15 minutes, or until tomatoes 
soften slightly and heat through. 
Garnish with a spring of parsley 
and serve at once. Five servings.

LITTLE BIRD »: 
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Teach Child 


Time's Value, 
Says Patri

—& TEACH children how to 
Wien time by the clock. That 
is no difficult task. Rarely do 
we teach. a child the value, the 
meaning in terms of minutes filled, 


of the time he so readily tells. |e 


How long is five minutes? 

Time has value only when it is 
filled with worth-while living, and 
living is action: The measure of 
the quality, the meaning of a day 
depends upon what was done that 
day. How js one to teach a child 
the meaning, the length, the value 
to him of five minutes? 

Begin with the little ones who 
have been taught to tell time. 
Then ask them to watch the next 
five minutes, from here to there. 
Just watch. Don’t speak until the 
hand marks the end of the five 
minutes. The.child feels five min- 
utes that way. Do this every once 
in a while for practice and to set 
that feeling. 

* * * 


GIVE HIM a little task. How 
Many spoons can he wipe in five 
minutes? If he is fast the forks 
and knives can be included. How 
long does it take him to put on 
his rubbers? Race him against 
Brother and see how short a time 
it takes the winner to hang up 
his pajamas, put his slippers on 
the low shelf, the towel on the 
rack, and leave the place tidy for 
the one who does the housework. 

For slow children it is well to 
keep a record sheet that shows 
how long it takes each day to get 
some one important chore done. 

* * + 


PARENTS have to keep in mind 
the fact that beginners of any age, 
in any sort of work, must-be given 
more time than is needed by the 
skilled proficient worker, and to 
be generous in time allowance. 

At the same time it is wise to 
remember, too, that all children 
are not set to the same rhythm. 
Some move slowly and deliber- 
ately. Don’t hurry them. If the 
deliberation is becoming a handi- 
cap, work gently toward an in- 
crease of speed, but don’t hurry 
them. Hurry is wasteful and con- 
fusing, and of no help at all. Haste 
is one thing—hurry another. Be- 
ware of hurry.

‘All’s Well That Ends Well.’ 


HIS saying, “All’s well that 

ends well,” about which one of 

our readers inquires, is one of 
the most popular in our common 
speech—for a very good reason. It 
is consoling. If the anguish and 
the agonies that must be suffered 
can be rationalized with the 
thought that once ended they can 
be forgotten, they may be easier 
to bear. 

The expression is very old in 
English speech. Many reference 
books have attributed its first re- 
corded use to the “Proverbes” of 
Heywood, which date 1546.

RE you putting that yawning 
A space in your big refrigerator 

freezing compartment or your 
hove fréezing unit to work for you 
these warm summer days? They 
will save you energy and enable 
you to serve delicious foods on 
the hottest of days. If you will 
need a birthday cake next week, 
whn it may be 95 in the shade, 
make the batter this morning 
while it is pleasant, pour it in 
layer cake pans, pop them into the 
freezer to freeze solid, then when 
birthady time rolls around, put the 
hard cold cakes right into the 
oven, set at the regular baking 
temperature. Amazingly, it takes 
no more than five or six minutes 
longer to bake these cakes than 
batter freshly made. The cakes 
will be as delicate, fine-textured 
and delicious as though the batter 
were just made. The only work 
left is making and spreading the 
icing. After two or three weeks 
standing in freezer, the leavening 
in the frozen batter begins to lose 
some of its effect. 


Quick-Mix Devil's Food Cake. 


Two cups cake flour, one and 
one-half cups sugar, three-fourths 


\teaspoon salt, one-half cup short- 


ening, two eggs, one cup milk, 
one teaspoon vanilla, two squares 
(two ounces) unsweetened choco- 
late, melted and cooled,’ one tea-. 
spoon baking soda, one tablespogna 
hot water 


Sift flour measure and resift 
three times with sugar and salt. 
The last time sift directly into 
large mixing bowl. Add shorten- 
ing (room temperature) eggs, and 
one-half cup of the milk. Stir 
with a spoon to blend. Beat with 
electric mixer on medium 
speed or by Rand with wooden 
spoon for two minutes by the 
clock. Scrape sides of bowl twice 
during beating. Combine the vanilla 
melted cooled chocolate, soda and 
water and add with the remaining 
milk. Beat for two more minutes. 
Pour into two eight inch layer 
cake pans which have the bottoms 
lined with waxed paper. Cover with 
waxed paper and place in freezing 
unit of home freezer or bake at 
350 degrees (moderate) for 27 to 
33 minutes or until cake tests 
done. Cool five minutes before re- 
moving from pan. Turn out on 
cake coolers to cool thoroughly.
